their earliest 
attention.

Health Ordinance remains unappealed 
and we believe it is tin 1 willof the 
majority of our citizens that a Health 
Oilieer Khali 
he 
appointed 
and 
in- 


structed to proceed in tlie work of re- 
moving the many nuisances 
so 
dan- 


gerous to health,as rapidly as possible 
without imposing 
extraordinary 
and 


unnecessary 
expense upon the people. 


A too rigid enforcement 
of the ordi- 


nance should not he insisted upon, but 
if we would maintain 
the reputation 


of our oily as a desirable 
resort for 


invalids 
and 
guard 
against 
disease 


among our citizens, we must employ 
the services of a Health Officer. 


A Successful

estahlishcd 
In tl'.is city by Mr. Geo. 


B. Davis bus proven a very successful 
undertaking. 
Although 
tbe 
factory 


did not commence 
operations tillJute 


in tbe 
season 
when the grape crop 


was fully tbree-fourths 
gone, 
yet so 


rapid is tbe process 
that a great many 


tons of raisins were made 
and a large 


amount of apples and pea.it preserved. 
The market created by tbe Alden pro- 
cess willinduce extra exertions on tbe 
part 
of our 
fruit-growers, 
and 
no 


doubt stimulate 
many 
to plant trees 


and vines. 
One or two other Alden 


factories 
will, 
we 
understand, 
be 


erected in other parts 
of the county 


next Spring, 
and tbe Alden process 


willtherefore furnish

ber was scarce and tbe expense ofhaul- 
ing lumber sulHcicnt to build a small 
house in some parts of Fresno 
county 


was so great that 
few men 
oared 
to 


incur it. 
Fencing 
was 
out of the 


question. 
Nor was this the only dif- 


ficulty to bo encountered. 
The dis- 


tance 
to market 
was 
so 
great that 


though the soil was of the richest and 
and most productive, 
the 
expense 
of 


transporting 
grain to a market was lo 


great as to destroy all prospects 
of a 


profit to the producer. 
Hence no one 


thought of giowing more grain than 
required 
for home 
consumption. 
In 


Consequence 
the land was considered 


comparatively worthless, 
no one 
en- 


vied tlie railroad 
company the posses- 


sion of the alternate 
sections. 
But 


Messrs. 
Stankoko & Co. knew how to 


make their land valuable. 
They built 


a railroad through tbe valley and thus 
enabled 
the farmer to obtain lumber 


at cheap rates and in large quant itit s. 
The road 
also afforded him a cheap 


and rapid transportation 
of his farm 


products to market. 
Land 
advanced 


rapidly in value and in a short time 
the company's alternate sections were
